PREFACE. 


The  Lloyd  Library  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  Botany, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy,  with  a  section  of  Eclectic  Medicine' 
It  contains  at  this  time  39,607  volumes,  which  is  possibly  the 
most  extensive  collection  of  books  and  periodicals  directly  per- 
taining to  these  subjects.  The  pamphlets,  of  which  there  are  many 
thousands,  are  systematically  arranged  by  authors.  From  twenty- 
five  to  fifty  of  them  are  placed  in  a  cover,  and  each  cover  is  counted 
as  one  volume. 

In  the  Lloyd  Library  there  has  been  compiled  a  catalogue  of  the 
various  books  and  their  editions,  pertaining  to  our  subjects  sys- 
tematically arranged  by  authors.  This  catalogue  has  been  made 
from  all  available  sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Litera- 
ture of  Botany,"  Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literaturae  Botanicae " 
Botanische  Centralblatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the 
Surgeon  General's  Office,"  and  book  notices  in  various  journals 
and  Its  compilation  has  been  a  work  requiring  several  years  of  labor' 
It  is  systematically  kept  up  to  date,  the  new  entries  being  made 
as  the  books  appear.  This  catalogue  is  typewritten  on  what  is 
known  as  the  loose-leaf  ledger  system,  so  that  the  sheets  can  be 
taken  out  and  the  entries  made  in  their  proper  place  and  new  sheets 
inserted.  It  is  probably  the  most  complete  bibliography  of  the 
subjects  that  has  ever  been  brought  together. 

In  order  that  the  work  in  our  library  on  this  catalogue  may 
be  available  to  others,  we  have  been  for  the  past  three  years  issuing 
bibliographies  of  the  various  sections  of  the  library,  taken  from  our 
catalogue.  The  books  now  in  our  library  have  been  indicated  by 
the  shelf  numbers  printed  in  heavy-faced  type,  and  the  pamphlets 
by  a  star. 

The  first  issue  of  Bibliographical  Contributions,  Volume  i 
was  devoted  to  the  periodical  literature  which  our  library  contained 
at  that  time,  January,  191 1.  The  present  number,  which  forms  the 
first  issue  of  Volume  2,  is  also  a  catalogue  of  our  periodical  litera- 
ture, corrected  and  revised  to  date.  A  comparison  of  this  number 
with  the  former  list  will  show  quite  a  large  increase  in  this  de- 
partment. 


The  object  of  these  catalogues  is  twofold: 

First To  let  it  be  known  what  publications  are  now  in  our 

library,  so  that  persons  wishing  to  consult  them  may  know  where 

they  may  be  seen. 

Second— To  indicate  the  publications  we  do  not  have,  but  de- 
sire to  obtain,  hoping  that  correspondents  may  be  able  to  supply 
them.  We  shall  be  very  glad  to  hear  from  any  one  who  can  fur- 
nish a  missing  part,  or  help  to  complete  a  set,  and  shall  be  thankful 
for  copies  of  any  publication   on   these  subjects  not   now  in  our 

catalogue.

INTRODUCTION. 

The  Lloyd  Library  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  Botany, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy,  with  a  section  of  Eclectic  Medicine. 
In  recent  years  we  have  purchased  a  few  books  on  Entomology 
and  general  Natural  History.  In  future  we  expect  to  gradually 
build  up  the  librar}^  in  these  lines.  It  contains  at  this  time  40,929 
volumes,  which  is  possibly  the  most  extensive  collection  of  books 
and  periodicals  directly  pertaining  to  these  subjects.  The  pam- 
phlets, of  which  there  are  many  thousands,  are  systematically 
arranged  by  authors.  From  twenty-five  to  fifty  of  them  are  placed 
in  a  cover  and  each  cover  is  counted  as  one  volume. 

In  the  Lloyd  Library  there  has  been  compiled  a  catalogue  of 
the  various  books  and  their  editions,  pertaining  to  our  subjects, 
systematically  arranged  by  authors.  This  catalogue  has  been  made 
from  all  available  sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Litera- 
ture of  Botany",  Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literaturae  Botanicae", 
"Botanische  Centralblat",  Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the 
Surgeon  General's  Office",  and  book  notices  in  various  journals, 
and  its  compilation  has  been  a  work  requiring  several  years  of  labor. 
It  is  systematically  kept  up  to  date,  the  new  entries  being  made 
as  the  books  appear.  This  catalogue  is  typewritten  on  what  is 
known  as  the  loose  leaf  ledger,  so  that  the  sheets  can  be  taken  out 
and  the  entries  made  in  their  proper  place  and  new  sheets  inserted. 
The  catalogue  contains  3,087  sheets,  with  64,436  entries,  represent- 
ing approximately  43,000  volumes  and  21,000  pamphlets.  It  is 
probably  the  most  complete  bibliography  of  the  subjects  that  has 
ever  been  brought  together. 

If  this  catalogue  were  printed  in  its  entirety  it  would  be  a  most 
convenient  reference  book  for  libraries  and  authors,  but  such  a 
publication  would  involve  an  expenditure  and  labor  beyond  the 
modest  resources  of  our  institution. 

In  order  that  the  work  done  in  our  library  on  this  catalogue 
may  be  available  to  others,  we  have  published  bibliographies  of  the 
sections  of  Floras,  viz :  the  botanical  sections  K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  P, 
O,  R,  S,  T,  U,  and  V.  We  shall  now  continue  to  publish  the 
remainder  of  the  bibliography  of  Botany  alphabetically  by  authors. 

The  books  that  are  now  in  our  library  are  indicated  by  the 
shelf  numbers  printed  in  heavy-faced  type,  pamphlets  by  a  heavy- 
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faced  star,  and  may  be  seen  at  a  glance  in  looking  through  the 
catalogue.  It  is  gratifying  to  us  to  be  able  to  show  such  a  large 
proportion  of  them  now  in  our  library,  and  we  are  systematically 
endeavoring  to  acquire  those  that  are  missing. 

Two  sizes  of  type  are  used,  the  large  size  indicating  books  or 
volumes  and  the  small  size  indicating  the  pamphlets.  We  only 
catalogue  as  pamphlets  those  that  have  been  issued  as  separate 
publications,  or  those  that  are  taken  from  some  book  or  serial  pub- 
lication not  devoted  exclusively  to  the  subjects  of  our  library.  A 
large  number  of  pamphlets  which  are  merely  excerpts  from  botan- 
ical and  pharmaceutical  publications  are  not  catalogued.  Of  course, 
when  a  book  is  not  in  our  library,  we  can  only  judge  by  the  number 
of  pages  or  the  title,  and  it  is  possible  that  we  may  have  indicated 
some  publications  as  books  which  are  pamphlets,  or  vice  versa. 

Where  the  book  is  in  our  library  the  data  as  to  number  of 
pages,  dates  of  editions,  etc.,  have  been  taken  from  the  book  and, 
we  think,  can  be  relied  upon  as  being  accurate.  Where  the  book  is 
not  in  our  library,  the  data  have  been  gathered  from  other  sources, 
and  we  must  disclaim  any  responsibility  for  errors.  We  have  in- 
dicated the  number  of  pages  and  the  number  of  plates,  but  in  count- 
ing the  pages  we  count  only  the  body  of  the  book,  taking  no  account 
of  preface  pages,  etc.  Our  object  is  to  make  these  catalogues  a 
practical  index  of  the  books  and  pamphlets.  Each  entry  represents 
a  separate  publication. 
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DIVISIONS  OF  THE  LLOYD  LIBRARY. 

The  books  contained  in  the  Lloyd  Library  are  arranged  sys- 
tematically according  to  a  plan  that  has  been  formulated  by  the 
library.  It  is  quite  obvious  that  the  abridged  plan  of  dividing 
botanical  books,  as  given  in  the  Dewey  Decimal  System,  is  not 
carried  out  in  sufficient  detail  for  a  collection  of  this  kind,  and 
we  have  therefore  had  to  devise  a  more  extensive  plan  of  divisions 
and  subdivisions.  This  is  based  primarily  on  Jackson's  "Guide  to- 
the  Literature  of  Botany",  with  the  exception  that  in  classifying 
the  cryptogamic  works,  geography  is  considered  secondary  to  the 
general  subject  of  the  book. 

We  divide  each  general  department  of  the  library  (Botany  and 
Pharmacy)  into  twenty-six  sections,  according  to  the  letters  of 
the  alphabet.  The  general  subjects  of  the  twenty-six  sections  of 
the  botanical  department  are  as  follows : 

A — Bibliography,  History,  Biography,  Terminology,  Encyclo- 

psedias,  Dictionaries,  Directories,  etc. 
B — Introductory  Botany. 

C,  D,  and  E — Physiological  and  Morphological. 
F — Phanerogams,  General  Descriptions. 
G — Phanerogams.     Monographs. 
H — Cryptogams. 

I — Palaeobotany,  Plant  Distribution,  Miscellaneous. 
J — Economic  Botany. 
K — Europe.     (General  Works.) 
L — Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 

M — Austria-Hungary,  Belgium,  Netherlands,  Switzerland. 
N — France. 
O — Germany. 

P — Italy,  Greece,  Turkey,  Spain,  Portugal. 
O — Arctic  Regions,  Iceland,  Russia,  Scandinavia. 
R — North  America,  Mexico,  West  Indies,  Central  America. 
S — South  America,  Antarctic  Regions. 
T — Asia. 

U — Oceanica,  Polynesia. 
V — Africa. 

W — Botanical  Gardens,  Museums,  Parks. 
X — Voyages  and  Travels. 
Y — Agriculture  and  Horticulture. 
Z — Biology  and  Zoology. 

By  this  arrangement  we  collect  together  on  the  shelves  all 
the  books  relating  to  any  part  of  the  subject.    The  author's  numbers 
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are  in  keeping-  with  the  key  given  in  "The  Cutter-Sanborn  alpha- 
betic-order table." 

By  this  system,  any  one  knowing  the  author  and  subject  of  a 
book  can  find  it  on  the  shelves  without  even  consulting  the  cata- 
logue. Thus,  in  looking  -up  Babington's  Manual  of  British  Botany, 
knowing  the  book  is  in  section  L  of  English  Botany,  if  you  refer 
to  the  shelf  in  that  section,  following  the  index  letters  to  B,  you 
will  find  the  nine  editions  under  the  initial  serially  arranged.

The  Lloyd  Library  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  Botany, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy,  with  a  section  of  Eclectic  Medicine. 
In  recent  years  we  have  purchased  a  few  books  on  Entomology  and 
general  Natural  History.  In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
the  library  in  these  lines.     It  contains  at  this  time  41.688  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literaturae  Botanicae."  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Ofifice,''  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli- 
og'raphies  of  the  sections  of  Floras,  viz. :  the  botanical  sections 
K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  P,  O,  R.  S,  T,  U,  and  \'.  ^\^e  are  now  continuing- 
the  publication  of  the  remainder  of  the  bibliography  of  Botany, 
alphabetically  by  authors.*  This  will  include  the  following  sec- 
tions :

The  Lloyd  Library  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  Botany, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy,  with  a  section  of  Eclectic  Medicine. 
In  recent  years  we  have  purchased  a  few  books  on  Entomology  and 
general  Natural  History.  In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
the  library  in  these  lines.     It  contains  at  this  time  42,072  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literaturae  Botanicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Office,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli- 
ographies of  the  sections  of  Floras,  viz. :  the  botanical  sections 
K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  P,  Q,  R,  S,  T,  U,  and  V.  We  are  now  continuing 
the  publication  of  the  remainder  of  the  bibliography  of  Botany,

In  recent  years  we  have  purchased  a  few  books  on  Entomology  and 
general  Natural  History.  In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
the  library  in  tliese  lines.     It  contains  at  this  time  42,676  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literaturae  Botanicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Ofifice,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli- 
ographies of  the  sections  of  Floras,  viz. :  the  botanical  sections 
K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  P,  O,  R,  S,  T,  U,  and  V.  We  are  now  continuing 
the  publication  of  the  remainder  of  the  bibliography  of  Botany, 
alphabetically  by  authors.*  This  will  include  the  following  sec-

In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
the  library  in  these  lines.     It  contains  at  this  time  43460  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literaturae  Botanicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  'the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Office,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli-

The  Lloyd  Library  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  Botany, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy,  with  a  section  of  Eclectic  Medicine. 
In  recent  years  we  have  purchased  a  few  books  on  Entomology  and 
general  Natural  History.  In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
the  library  in  these  lines.     It  contains  at  this  time  43,647  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literaturae  Botanicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Ofifice,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli- 
ographies of  the  sections  of  Floras,  viz. :  the  botanical  sections 
K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  P,  Q,  R,  S,  T,  U,  and  V.  We  are  now  continuing 
the  publication  of  the  remainder  of  the  bibliography  of  Botany,

The  Lloyd  Library  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  Botany, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy,  with  a  section  of  Eclectic  Medicine. 
In  recent  years  we  have  purchased  a  few  books  on  Entomology  and 
general  Natural  History.  In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
the  library  in  these  lines.    It  contains  at  this  time  44,067  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literaturae  Botanicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Office,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli- 
ographies of  the  sections  of  Floras,  viz.:  the  botanical  sections 
K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  P,  Q,  R,  S,  T,  U,  and  V.  We  are  now  continuing 
the  publication  of  the  remainder  of  the  bibliography  of  Botany, 
alphabetically  by  authors.*  This  will  include  the  following  sec-

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PREFACE. 

The  Lloyd  Library  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  Botany, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy,  with  a  section  of  Eclectic  Medicine. 
In  recent  years  we  have  purchased  a  few  books  on  Entomology  and 
general  Natural  History.  In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
the  library  in  these  lines.     It  contains  at  this  time  44,501  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literaturae  Botanicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Office,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli- 
ographies of  the  sections  of  Floras,  viz. :  the  botanical  sections 
K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  P,  Q,  R,  S,  T,  U,  and  V.  We  are  now  continuing 
the  publication  of  the  remainder  of  the  bibliography  of  Botany,

The  Lloyd  Library  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  Botany, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy,  with  a  section  of  Eclectic  Medicine. 
In  recent  years  we  have  purchased  a  few  books  on  Entomology  and 
general  Natural  History.  In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
the  library  in  these  lines.     It  contains  at  this  time  45,782  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literature  Botanicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Office,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli- 
ographies of  the  sections  of  Floras,  viz. :  the  botanical  sections 
K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  P,  Q,  R,  S,  T,  U,  and  V.  We  are  now  continuing 
the  publication  of  the  remainder  of  the  l^ibliography  of  Botany,

In  recent  years  we  have  purchased  a  few  books  on  Entomology  and 
general  Natural  History.  In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
the  library  in  these  lines.     It  contains  at  this  time  46,056  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literature  Botanicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Office,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli- 
ographies of  the  sections  of  Floras,  viz. :  the  botanical  sections 
K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  P,  Q,  R,  S,  T,  U,  and  V.  We  are  now  continuing 
the  publication  of  the  remainder  of  the  bibliography  of  Botany,

In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
the  library  in  these  lines.     It  contains  at  this  time  46.298  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literature  Botanicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Office,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli-

PREFACE. 

The  Lloyd  Library  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  Botany, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy,  with  a  section  of  Eclectic  Medicine. 
In  recent  years  we  have  purchased  a  few  books  on  Entomology  and 
general  Natural  History.  In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
tlie  library  in  these  lines.     It  contains  at  this  time  46,731  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literature  Botanicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Office,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli- 
ographies of  the  sections  of  Floras,  viz. :  the  botanical  sections 
K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  P,  Q,  R,  S,  T,  U,  and  V.  We  are  now  continuing 
the  publication  of  the  remainder  of  the  bibliography  of  Botany, 
alphabetically  by  authors.*  This  will  include  the  following  sec-

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PREFACE. 

The  Lloyd  Library  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  Botany, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy,  with  a  section  of  Eclectic  Medicine. 
In  recent  years  we  have  purchased  a  few  books  on  Entomology  and 
general  Natural  History.  In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
the  librar}^  in  these  lines.    It  contains  at  this  time  46,895  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literature  Botauicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Office,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli- 
ographies of  the  sections  of  Floras,  viz. :  the  botanical  sections 
K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  P,  Q,  R,  S,  T,  U,  and  V.  We  are  now  continuing 
the  publication  of  the  remainder  of  the  bibliography  of  Botany, 
alphabetically  by  authors.*  This  will  include  the  following  sec-

The  Lloyd  Library  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  Botany, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy,  with  a  section  of  Eclectic  Medicine. 
In  recent  years  we  have  purchased  a  few  books  on  Entomology  and 
general  Natural  History.  In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
the  library  in  these  lines.     It  contains  at  this  time  47,012  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literature  Botanicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Office,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli- 
ographies of  the  sections  of  Floras,  viz. :  the  botanical  sections 
K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  P,  Q,  R,  St  T,  U,  and  V.  We  are  now  continuing 
the  publication  of  the  remainder  of  the  bibliography  of  Botany;

The  Lloyd  Library  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  Botany, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacy,  with  a  section  of  Eclectic  Medicine. 
In  recent  years  we  have  purchased  a  few  books  on  Entomology  and 
general  Natural  History.  In  future  we  expect  to  gradually  build  up 
the  library  in  these  lines.    It  contains  at  this  time  47,126  volumes. 

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail- 
able sources,  such  as  Jackson's  "Guide  to  the  Literature  of  Botany," 
Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literature  Botanicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Office,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.  From  this  catalogue  we  have  published  bibli- 
ographies of  the  sections  of  Floras,  viz.:  the  botanical  sections 
K,  L,  M,  N,  O,  P,  Q,  R,  S,  T,  U,  and  V.  We  are  now  continuing 
the  publication  of  the  remainder  of  the  bibliography  of  Botany,

The  catalogue  of  our  library  has  been  compiled  from  all  avail-

Pritzel's  "Thesaurus  Literature  Botanicae,"  "Botanische  Central- 
blatt,"  "Index  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon's  General 
Office,"  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  Catalogue 
of  the  Library  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  and  book  notices  in 
various  journals.
